KX-BEV. HOFFMAN AGAIN. 


Back In His Old Pulpit to preach a Fun- 


eral sermon. 


A telegram states that the Methodists 


of Btoomingtou are greatly exercised 
over on occurrence of Thursday. Mrs. 
Ira Lackey, ono of the most respected 
ladies of Bloomingtou, was buried that 
afternoon. Tho funeral took place from 
the M. E. Ohurah, nnd the sermon there 
was preached by H. O. HolTman, as it is 
said, by rerruost of the deceased lady, and 
her husband. Holl'mon, two years ago, 
wab pastor of this church, About two 
years ago one Xettie Robinson, a girl who 
had worked in hia family, brought a 
charge of seduction and bastardy against 
him, and he was suspended pending tho 
investigation of tha Illinois Conference. 
This body met in September of last year, 
and considered a long indictment against 
Hoffman, iu which ho was accused of 
Deduction, bastardy, adultery, and lying. 
He was convicted by tho conference of nil 
these charges, and expelled from the min- 
istry and church. Thursday was his first 
appearance in his old pulpit, which is at 
present permanently occupied by the 
Kcv. P. C. Iglohart, who is just now ab- 
sent on n vacation to Kentucky, The 
majority of the First Church congrega^ 
tion, who have always'opposed Hoffman, 
are outraged and declare that the pulpit 
has been profaned, The trustees are 
divided, though, from the foot that Holl- 
nmu was admitted to tho pulpit, it seemo 
that his partisans aro iu tho majority in 
tho board. There will undoubtedly be n 
great racket over the occurrence, as many 
of the members »f the congregation are 
determined to push the question to its 
conclusion. This episode iu ono which 
will not only create a hub-bub iu relig- 
ious circles at Blomington, but will also 
cmuo much talk throughout tho confer- 
ence.

The Lincoln Tragredy. 


There aro no now developments from 


Lincoln about Zura Burns. The euro-
